"We felt that we had at last grown up and knew practically everything 
there was to know, We soon found that this was not the case. Our junior 
high school days had been only play compared with the work we were to do 
that year. 


"The next year we were sophomores and very proud of our step up the 
ladder. We regretted losing five of our class mates. Lorene Meredith and 
Loretta Daniels were claimed by matrimony, Annie Mae Bell and Katie Merle 
Miller transferred to other schools, while David Weedon quit school, join- 
ing the Navy some time later, The sadness of their leaving was somewhat 
‘lessened, however, by the re-entrance of Glenwood Pitts; whom most of us 
had known in grammar school days. Glenwood was always known as a ladies'

During the next week Mr. Childres taught them 
anew play. It proved to be a good one. The next game was with Greensboro. Us- 
ing this new play as a secret weapon, the Torrents made a touchdown on the first 
play.of the game. Me. C. came up from nowhere to catch a pass and make that first 
touchdown. Those Greensboro boys were really dumbfounded. The final score was 
15-7. The team from Dixon Mills the following week looked so large that the de- 
termination of the Torrents was fired. mM. C.'ts statement, "The bigger they are, 
the harder they fall," proved prophetic. He was right. orrville won by a score 
of 357-0. 

Carlowville was unable to play the next week as scheduled. That gave the 
team two weeks of practice for the Camden game. Camden's scorching aerial attack 
kept the boys busy, but their ground attack was not so hard. Mohnnie Meredith in- 
tercepted a pass and ran 95 yards for a touchdown. That was really a thrill. The 
final score was 14-6 in favor of orrville. 

On the following Friday night the team went to Linden for a night game. [It 
was a "nightmare." The only bright spot in the game came when Johnnie Meredith a- 
gain intercepted a pass for a spectacular run of sixty yards. Linden won 51-6. 
Defeat made the team fighting mad, however. Thomaston came up for a crushing de - 
feat the next week, 51-0. Patterson made so many touchdowns that the team became 
overconfident. Hence, when the return game was played on Thomaston!s field, the 
Torrents suffered a 15-6 defeat. The boys were ashamed. to return to school the 
nect Mondays But the humiliation was good for them. They were determined to re- 
deem themselves by winning the remainder of the games. Consequently, Camden was 
defeated on its own field the following week in spite of that team's desire for 
revenge. The final score was 14-7 in favor of the Torrents. 

The next game with Thomaston was the final game of the season, and for many 
of the boys the last they would ever play... With this in mind the team gave Thom- 
aston a humiliating defeat and tasted revenge in the form of an 18-0 victory. 

This completed one of the most successful seasons of any Orrville High team. 
Members of the team appreciate the tireless efforts put forth by Mr. Childres,who 
proved a splendid coach. The following boys made the first team; Eugene Pegues 
and M. C. Patterson, ends; Raymond West and Red Moore,tackles;Kent Lauderback and 
Tony Conaway, guards;Alex Singleton, center; Desmond Bridges and Johnnie Meredith 
halfbacks; Bobby Mayton,fullback; and Freddie Epp, quarterback. pat Knight, Will 
Moore, Don Mooney, John Ross Long, Hall Chambers, Sammy Lewis, Dean Wilson, Glova 
Bridges, Aaron Andrews, Harry Miller, and Randolph Jeter made up the second team.
